Its body is 
covered wit it two kinds of hair, one out¬ 
ward coatiri" of hair twu inches loll" 
and "lossy black —the inner coat »juii«- 
thick and downy, like fine silk. Its tail 
is covered with scales and look* like a 
i fish. The meat of the forward parts of 
the body tastes like land animals, and 
that of the hinder parts ami tail like 
fish. 

The largest beavers weigh about six¬ 
ty pounds. The 1 leaver attain? its full 
growth at tin* age of three years, and is 
supposed to live from ten to fifteen years. 
It breeds once a year and has from two 
to six at a birth, and even breeds before 
it attains its own maturity*. It goes 
with young four months and brings forth 
about the close uf winter. Its food is 


chiefly vegetable, and it will nut taste o 1 
meat, raw or cooked. In winter it sub¬ 


sists mostly upon the bark of green wood 
wIiich it ha? laid up in store fur this pur¬ 
pose, and it is also quite innd of fish. 
The color of the ImmIi in a cream brown, 
intermixed with black hair. 

Thi- animal is singular from all other 
animals in several particulars : first, it has 
a jKiir of glandular sacks between the 
biud legs, (which, I believe, have no 
connection with the organs of genera¬ 
tion.) containing a substance quite odor¬ 
ous, called castor, {coatoratm) which 
hunters eall “barkstoue.** It is used ex¬ 
tensively in medicine, and is quite val¬ 
uable : but the castor which comes from 
Europe is esteemed by medical men as 
by far the most virtuous. This sub¬ 
stance is wurth about one dollar for each 
sack, and the fur of the bearer now com¬ 
mands two and one half dollars for each 
skin—not many- years ago the skins were 
sold by weight, and brought one JoIIat 
an ounce. Since that time the bearer 
hat gives place to the silk nal, hence the 
diffenocc. 


Tile savages an* Said to use the oil of 
the tail for many diseases, and we know 
they esteem it dressed and cooked, as far 
above any other food you can offer tliem. 
Tii«-secondt«enf their hind feet is armed 
with double nails. They make a very 
unequal gait in walking on the laud, ow¬ 
ing to the slopcing uf the hodv behind 
the centre, down under towards their 
fid : and uf their hind feet standing out. 
which is an advantage to their pro¬ 
gress in the water. They are also re¬ 
markable for the great appearance of 
reason they seem to possess. They are 
more shy than the Fox. and more know¬ 
ing than the Elephant. They are very 
acute ill their scent and hearing, and 
naturally timid, with no way of defence 
except in flight. They live in the en¬ 
joyment uf all the blessing? of life.|M-a> • - 
fully : and no doubt have a way of com- 
ni lining one with the other. Their hou-v?

■Jianilri# ff(H»r to c-cape through, when 
alarmed. And at such time* they al way.»

habit, notwitlistauding others have -aid 
that they do this while building, to 
put a tini-h to their work. They always 
lay with their hind quarters under water, 
and on their belly, and some stip|to*c 
tin- gives their tail the fishy taste vrliii h 
it i.» known to have. 

When swimming, they keep ahno*t an 
upright |xjsitioti. their heads and should¬ 
er- Wing above water. They gener¬ 
ally congregate iu the mouth* nf.Itity. 
and choose their mate* aud live to¬ 
gether until April nr May. They five 
from six to ten in a house, and their 
house-, if joined fogetherby one partition, 
never have a passage through. They sink 
their wood for winter food, by mean.- of 
stones and mud. and not by any mysterious 
wa', as some have supjM>-od. They al- 
wayn choose a locality for colonizing 
where the water is deep enough not to 
freeze clear through, in the spring, the 
males h ave their habitations first and 
leave the females to take care of their 
young a few weeks, when they all roam 
about during the summer months, re¬ 
gardless of their home. They can he 
shut between .-un set and dark, by Iving 
in wait fur them, as they take that time 
to swim out fur relaxation. They work 
chiefly in thy night. 

They seem to know how high the wa- 
ter will Im* the coming spring, and build 
their houses accordingly; whether this 
lie reason nr instinct,it never fails. Tbcv 
only seem to enjoy their full power* of 
reason or intellect, when they are living 
in society, aud families, for when tliev 
get strayed apart, fruni any cauj^e. and 
wander off alone, they seem to be as 
dumpish as a musk rat, or any other an¬ 
imal. If a colony gets scattered, it is 
tlie opinion of the huuters that they nev 
or collect to five together again. 

In our upper rivers there are now 
many small faniilies of beaver. I saw- 
new work on the Diamond river last year, 
and a hunter informed hip of beaver, bu«t 
fall, on the Cupuuptuc river, and on the 
Heamus Btream.seven miles from the up¬ 
per dam, there were a few, and I met a 
hunter lost in the woods, trying to make 
his way to hunt them. 

I think beaver now choose very smal 
streams in the deepest rw??e* of the 


wilderness In build their dams and hous¬ 
es. since they liavc been so often dis-1 
turbed. They remind one of tlie na¬ 
tive Indians. The white man is not con¬ 
tented to let either five in peace on the 
possessions given them by uur common 
Father. 

The Reaver seem* to be the last of the 
genus “fastor,* and they arc fast dying 
out, and will soon become extinct. In 
the year 174*1. there were imported into 
I^mdotiand Rochelle nearly* one hundred 
and fifty thousand skins. And in the 
year 1*^7 the importation had fell away 
to about fifty thousand, although four 
times the ground wa? hunted over to get 
them. And now there arc very lew bea¬ 
ver ?ent to Europe. 

This animal i- truly a wotnlcr in tin- 
great economy of creation, and pre-cuts 
!«» our mind? the connecting link Iwtwceti. 
iti-tim l and reason, indeed the knowl¬ 
edge of the beater seems sometimes to 
be far in advance of the lower order of, 
the human familv.

Who that ha* any *avory recollections 
of last Thanksgiving Day, or of Christ¬ 
mas, and who that know* what large 
profits can be made out of these bird*, 
does not wisih to try hi* hand at raising I 
a brood (hi* summer ? llcrv are a few 
suggestion* on the subject:

Au¬ 
dubon. the great American Naturalist, 
say*: “The third year.the male turkey 
may be said to be ail adult, although it 
increases in weight and size fur several 
years more. The females at the age of 
four, a tv in full beauty." It is well 
known that when fanners have killed 
off their old bird*, and raised their 
brood- successively from young gobbler? 
and pullets, the progeny has grown 
smaller every year, (‘hicks so raised 
are tenderer, and more likely to die off 
from cold and ex|Hi*un’. lienee the fre¬ 
quent remark from sagacious breeders, 
that you might as well think uf improv¬ 
ing your flock of sheep by breeding 
them from lamb*, iu-tead of vigorous, 
mature sheep. As a general rule, the 
cock and hen should be three years ohl 
and upward, and the two of different 
breeds. Every year.the earliest batched,
